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Is Your Balanced Ration Balanced? 


By G.H. CONN, D. V.M., B.S. A. H. 





UCCESS with stock husbandry is 
s influenced in no unmistakable 

way by the factors of feeding 
and breeding. The latter is possibly 
the most important, but the two must 
go together in order to achieve suc- 
cess. Because of its importance, 
feeding is the subject of continual ex- 
perimentation. The men engaged in 
this work are rapidly bringing to light 
many new discoveries in nutrition 
practices that threaten to cause de- 
cided changes in our method of live- 
stock feeding. Old facts are revised 
or discarded, and new ones are being 
added to the vast amount of knowl- 
edge we already possess on the sub- 
ject. Many of the practices and 
theories that were hinted at only a 
few years ago, are today practical 
realities. 

Present methods of feeding and 
breeding for the purpose of attaining 
early maturity have brought about 
many changes in nutrition require- 
ments. A comparison of the require- 
ments of today with those of the ear- 
lier days, show a greater difference 
than many people realize. Whereas 
it used to be the custom to breed and 
feed in order that the animal could 
reach maturity at the age of four or 





as can be made. Experimental work 
has proven, however, that the sources 
of the various substances that com- 
pose the ration, are of no small im- 
portance. A feeding substance ob- 
tained from one source may be very 
desirable, while one obtained from an- 
other source may be of no value at all. 
Especially is this true regarding the 
mineral matter found in many feeds, 
and particularly in the roughages. 
Heretofore, practically all experi- 
mental work in nutrition has been cen- 
tered upon the proteins, carbohy- 
drates, and fats. Within recent years, 
however, considerable work has been 
done with the ash or mineral con- 
stituents of the various feeding stuffs. 
The result of this work has caused 
considerable surprise, and has shown 
quite definitely that the character and 
sources of the mineral matter largely 
determines the value of the remain- 
ing ingredients in the ration. To 
state it more clearly, if the mineral 
matter is from the best source, the 
value of the other ingredients is in- 
creased in many instances. This is 
especially true of the proteins. 
When used in connection with feeds, 
the term mineral matter is applied to 
that part of the feed that is left after

age. This increased demand on the 

animal makes it necessary to develop 

the skeleton and muscular tissue much faster. The 
method of doing this is also different. Instead of growing 
the stock to maturity chiefly on native pasture, it is now 
the custom to confine them in much smaller enclosures, 
and to feed them highly concentrated rations, in order that 
this faster growth may be realized. This undoubtedly has 
_ considerable to do with developing the balanced ra- 
ion. 

Another factor that gave considerable aid in making 
the balanced ration a reality is the science of agricultural 
chemistry. In fact. chemistry enabled investigators and 
scientists to find out so much about feeds and feeding, 
that it was thought they had discovered practically all that 
needed to be known on the subject. There are still many 
feeders who think that if a ration contains the right pro- 
portions of protein, carbohydrates, and fats, together with 
& sufficient amount of ash or mineral matter, it is as good 





monly known as ash. This ash is 

composed of a large number of min- 

eral elements, which have combined 
chemically into compounds called salts. About twenty 
of these elements are concerned with the value of a feed. 
Not all of these, however, are of equal importance; those 
most common being the carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, nitro- 
gen, calcium. phosphorus, potassium, magnesium, fluorine, 
sodium, chlorine, iron, iodine, sulphur, manganese, silicon, 
and aluminum. The first four mentioned are given but 
little attention since they are found in abundance in most 
feeding stuffs. Four others, namely, manganese, fluorine, 
silicon, and aluminum, are likewise not important, as they 
are found only in very small amounts. 

Of the numerous elements mentioned, five have been 
the subject of considerable experimentation. These are 
calcium, phosphorous, chlorine, sodium, and iodine. From 
the standpoint of animal nutrition, these five are con- 
sidered the most important mineral elements. It has been 
shown by recent experiments, however, that good results 
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be obtained. 


Since considerable importance is attached to the source 
of these substances, and since they may be obtained from 
Many sources, considerable skill and training is required 
to choose a substance that will supply the mineral in a 
satisfactory and desirable manner. The mineral desired 
may be present in large amounts in some of the materials, mon rations. 
but the material itself may not be at all suited to live- 
stock use. Some of them may be detrimental, and in 
some cases, even dangerous. For this reason, it is neces- 
sary to choose the source of a mineral with care. 

There is a wide variation in the mineral content of a 
number of our common feeds. This variation is due to 
many causes, such as weather conditions unfavorable for 
vigorous crop growth, and the lack of a proper mineral 
content in the soil. It has been found that the amount 
of mineral] matter in a crop is dependent, to a certain ex-

of his birth, the ultimate in high record ancestry 

brought together in one pedigree. His dam, Mabel 
Segis Korndyke, was the first animal of the breed under full 
age to make a record of above 40 lbs. butter in seven days. 
His sire, King Valdessa, was a son of Valdessa Scott 2d, 
the first 40-lb. cow in the world with her record of 41.88 
Ibs. in 7 days, and to produce King Valdessa. She was 
mated with Spring Farm Pontiac Cornucopia, the son of 
K P Pontiac Lass, first cow of the breed to make a record 
of above 44 lbs. butter in 7 days. Thus when King Valdessa 
Pontiac came along he was the only animal of the breed 
combining three 40-lb. world’s champion dams in his pedi- 
gree. So impressed was he with the production repre- 
sented in his pedigree as well as the individuality of Mabel 
Segis Korndyke and her young son, that John A. Bell, Jr., 
in laying the foundation for his herd at Bell Farm, Coraopo- 
lis, Pennsylvania, purchased King Valdessa Pontiac as 
herd sire and included, also, the purchase of the entire 
Mabel Segis Korndyke family. King Valdessa Pontiac 
developed into the sort of sire one would expect from a 
son of a cow like Mabel Segis Korndyke and his young- 
sters dropped in the herd were extremely promising. It 
was a matter of real regret to Mr. Bell, therefore, when King 
Valdessa Pontiac died as a result of eating too much hard- 
ware, before his first heifers had begun to freshen. Now 
that a score of these daughters have been officially tested, 
that regret has changed to a realization that the death of 
this sire was no less than a catastrophe. In the first place, 
his daughters at Bell Farm are strikingly uniform in con- 
formation, carrying splendid size and strength along with 
refinement and outstanding dairy temperament. One of 
the most remarkable things about them is their simply 
wonderful udders all apparently made in the same mould 
and patterned after that of Mabel Segis Korndyke, herself. 
Their records furnish convincing proof that it is possible 
to combine in one animal show ring type, high record pedi- 
gree and production that ranks with the best. Twenty 
daughters of King Valdessa Pontiac have thus far been 
tested and the entire number, without a single skip or ex- 
ception, average 21.34 lbs. at an average age of two years, 
five months.

The last week in January it was our pleasure to visit Bell 
Farm and this heifer was nicely getting started on test 
with 24.6 lbs. to her credit. Our next report showed her 
with over 25 lbs., a little later she had gone up to 26 lbs, 
and early in February she increased these figures to over 
27 lbs. constantly bettering her milk production. Her 
latest figure, early in March, is 28.28 lbs. butter with 5383

The Double Record in Semi-Official Test 


T THEIR annual meeting last January, the Minne- 
A sota breeders passed a resolution favoring the admis- 

sion of records and their publication by the Advanced 
Registry office of long-time records in both the 305-day and 
365-day divisions by the same cow during the same lacta- 
tion period, where the requirements of both divisions were 
complied with. The subject has not been widely discussed 
and we are glad, therefore, to have Supt. Gardner go into 
it as he does in the letter appearing elsewhere in this 
issue. Mr. Gardner takes the position that the double 
record plan as favored by the Minnesota association would 
operate to destroy the ten months’ division. He points to 
the fact that at the beginning of the 305-day division, 
honorary 305-day records were allowed for cows completing 
the full year’s record and as those honorary records, al- 
though not competing in the prize money, monopolized all 
of the high places in the class, interest in the new division 
was almost destroyed. He shows that the absolute separat- 
ing of the two divisions and instituting of a calving re- 
quirement under which a cow to qualify in the 305-day divi- 
sion must freshen again within fourteen months from 
previous calving, has changed it from a failure into a real 
success. He states that at the present time over one-third 
of the semi-official testing is done in the 305-day division 
and that at the present rate of increase it will soon catch 
up with the 365-day division in number. His conclusion is 
that if we allow the double standard in semi-official testing, 
the most of our breeders will try to obtain all of the stand- 
ing and publicity for their cows that they can and will try 
to have them qualify in the 365-day as well as the 305-day 
division and that this will operate to destroy interest in the 
305-day test by itself. He argues further that the institu- 
tien of such a double standard would complicate the work 
of his office as they would never know whether a cow on 
year test was going to qualify in the 305-day division until 
after she had freshened again. 


As we see the matter at this time, the main considera- 








. tion ought not to be so much whether a double standard 


would mean more or less work for the Advanced Registry 
office or whether it would affect adversely the 305-day test 
but rather the broad general proposition of which system 
would mean the greatest advancement for the breed. We 
cannot quite follow the analogy between the situation that 
presented itself at the beginning of the 305-day division 
and that which would follow from the double standard 
proposition. In the former case, the cows which were 
winning the highest honors in the 305-day division were 
not complying with the fundamental principle back of the 
institution of that division. The fundamental purpose and 
reason for the existence of a 305-day test was to give 
breeders a long-time division where they could breed their 
cows early and get the calf in approximately a year’s time. 
The entire spirit of such a test was Violated when cows 
in the yearly division were allowed without any calving 
requirement and presumably not freshening until consider- 
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ably after the close of their year’s 

records for 305 days with those of cows pomparing their 
plying with the spirit of the test and were droping Om 
next calves within twelve or fourteen months a their 
tion was remedied by the adding of the fourteen 1 - 
calving requirement and the results haye borne =e 
most enthusiastic predictions of the breeders — Ge 
ported the idea of a 305-day test. The adding of a a 
standard would not duplicate the former condition se 
respect, it would simply mean that the cow which ta 

ened soon enough to qualify under the 305-day requirem md 
and which might be carried on for a full year’s test me 
get credit for both records. Certainly she would be ould 
plying with the letter and the spirit of the 305-day ties ae 
if she has persistenc? and constitution enough <a 

through with a full year’s test and still,freshen again inside 
of fourteen months, she is doing something that is in eye ; 
way a credit to the breed. Under those conditions the 
publication of both records made in the same lactation 
period would be evidence that the cow had carried her 
calf at least seven months of her year’s record and if any 
great number of breeders ran their cows in that way, which 
we are inclined to doubt, it would give us conclusive proof 
of the persistence of the Holstein cow under conditions of 
practical dairy husbandry that would be, to say the least, 
a great asset. In addition, we would, by the double record 
standard, have a little more complete information concern: 
ing the greatest producing cows of the breed. It is possible 
now under the present system to have cows heading the 
305-day list with records for 305 days which are surpassed 
by other cows who appear only in the 365-day list but who 
qualified under every regulation of the 305-day division ex. 
cept that their owners elected to carry them through the 
year and complete a 365-day test. The double record 
standard would give credit, where credit is earned. 
We are inclined to believe that if the 305-day 
test cannot justify its existance and hold its own 
under these conditions, perhaps it might better die a 
natural, quick and painless death. We doubt, however, if 
such would be the result. With the growing sentiment 
in favor of lifetime tests, we do not believe that our breed- 
ers, in any great number, would deprive their cows of the 
rest which the ten months’ division is supposed to give 
them before their next freshening, for fear of the detri- 
mental effect it might have upon their next year’s work. 
We are perfectly willing to admit that the question is a 
difficult one to judge in advance. Undoubtedly our breed- 
ers would handle their cows in whatever way they might 
feel would operate to their greatest advantage. Whether 
or not their attitude in general would be that the greatest 
advantage would come to them from breeding their cows 
to qualify in the ten months’ division, completing full year 
records on them and using the 305-day division merely as 
a sideline, experience alone could tell definitely. We 
doubt, however, if such would be the result but rather 
that the interest in the 305-day work would be substan- 
tially maintained and that in addition, we would be adding 
to our breed assets a store of very desirable yearly records 
of production. 

We would like to see this subject thoroughly discussed 
by the breeders and particularly by those who are making 
records and whose future course in record making might 
be most affected by the proposed changes

We understand that the Vigilance Committee 
of the Association Advertising Clubs of the World is it 
vestigating the case as well as various state dairy and food 
commissioners, the Internal Revenue Department and even 
the State Legislatures are taking notice of this flagrant 
attempt to disguise oleomargarine as a dairy product.

The State of Oregon last year passed a law prohibiting 
the use of the words “Milk,” “Butter,” “Cream,” 
“Creamery,” “Churn,” “Cow,” or “Dairy,” or pictorial or 
other representations thereof by manufacturers, vendors, 
or advertisers of imitation dairy products. The right of 
the state to pass such a law has been challenged by some 
of the company’s interests. One of them asked for an in- 
junction against the state dairy commissioner and upon the 
refusal of the court to grant it, the matter was appealed 
to the U. S. Supreme Court. A decision by this body up- 
holding the lower court would point the way to excellent 
State Legislation to further safeguard dairy interests and 
protect the public.

AMENDMENTS TO BE OFFERED AT KANSAS CITY 


I offer the following amendments to Article 4 and Sec- 
tions 47 and 66 to be acted on at the annual meeting to 
be held at Kansas City in June 1922. 

F. G. JOHNSTON 
Columbus Ohio. 
To amend ARTICLE 2 Section 66 to read as follows: 

A register of transfer of ownership of any animal regis- 
tered in the Herd Book will be made on application of the 
owner; if made by members of the corporation, the charge will 
be fifty cents, for all animals that sell for one hundred dollars or 
less, for all animals that sell for more than one hundred dollars 
the fee shall be increased twenty-five cents for each one hun- 
dred dollars or fraction thereof, and if made by a non-member 
the fee for each transfer will be one dollar for all animals 
that sell for one hundred dollars or less, all animals that sell for 
more than one hundred dollars the fee shall be increased fifty 
cents for each hundred dollars or fraction thereof, provided 
the application is received within six months of date of sale; 
if after that, the charge will be one dollar for all animals 
that sell for one hundred dollars or less, and for all animals 
that sell for more than one hundred dollars the fee shall be in- 
creased fifty cents for each one hundred dollars or fraction 
thereof to members and two dollars for all animals that sell 
for one hundred dollars or less and for all animals that sell for 
more than one hundred dollars the fee shall be increased one 
dollar for each hundred dollars or fraction thereof to non-mem- 
bers. Each application for transfer shall state the selling 
price of the animal and any person misrepresenting the selling 
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price shall on conviction thereof be debarred from all priv- 
ileges of the association in the future, also the selling price 
of the animal shall be put on the transfer certificate the said 
certificate of transfer to remain the property of the owner when 
the said animal is again sold. The form of the transfer shall 
remain as in the past with the above mentioned changes. 


To amend Article 4, Section 66 to read as follows: 
TRANSFER TO MEMBERS 


If filed within six months of date of sale, fifty cents for 
all animals that sell for more than one hundred dollars the fee 
animals that sell for one hundred dollars or more the fee shall be 
increased twenty-five cents for each hundred dollars or frac- 
tion thereof: if filed after six months from date of sale. 
one dollar for all animals that sell for one hundred dojlars or 
less; for all animals that sell for over one hundred dollars the 
fee shall be increased fifty cents for each one hundred dollars 
or fraction thereof. 


TRANSFER TO NON-MEMBERS 


If filed within six months of date of sale, one dollar for all 
animals that sell for one hundred dollars or less and for all 
animals that sell for over one hundred dollars the fee shall be 
increased fifty cents for each one hundred dollars or frac- 
tion thereof; if filed after six months from date of sale two dol- 
lars for all animals that sell for one hundred dollars or less and 
all animals that sell for more than one hundred dollars the fee 
shall be increased one dollar for each one hundred dollars or 
fraction thereof.

The Double Record in Semi-Official 
Testing 


As I have had one or two letters similar to one recently received from 
Mr. J. C. Marlow of Mankato, Minnesota, the writers being interested in 
a double record for cows making semi-official tests, I am making’ my reply 
to Mr. Marlow an open letter in order to make it public. The publication 
of the letter in this way will bring the matter before our breeders; and 
then if they decide that they want the double record, of course it can be 
authorized at thy next annual meeting. 


Open letter to Mr. J. C. Marlow, Mankato, Minnesota. 








the testing of any cow semi- 

officially should be considered 
in its effect upon the ten-months 
division as a division. The ques- 
tion arises as to what the intent 
of its sponsors in the’ establish- 
ment of the 305-day test was. If 
my recollection be right the argument 
was that there were a large number 
of breeders to whom the calf was of 
prime importance, and that those 
breeders wanted to be able to test for 
advanced registration and yet have 
their cows calve as nearly once a 
year as possible thus needing a shorter 
test period than 365 days. On that 
understanding the 305-day test was es- 
tablished with a lesser production re- 
quirement fixed and any cow meeting 
that production requirement during a 
period not exceeding 305 days was 
accepted to entry in the ten-months 
division. Also, any cow with a test 
exceeding 305 days and not exceeding 
365 days was allowed an honorary rec- 
ord in the ten-months division as well 
as a formal record in the yearly divi- 
sion. The cow exceeding 305 days 
was not allowed to compete for prize 
money in the 305-day division, but did 
have full credit in the regular lists for 
her honorary record. The result of 
allowing the cows with yearly records 
to also have ten-months records was 
that the yearly cows appropriated all 
the places of honor in the ten-months 
division; and not one of the strictly 
ten-months cows was to be _ found 
among the twenty-five leaders for the 
ten-months division. 

Under these conditions few breeders 
ceemed to care to test cows in -the 
strictly ten-months division; and I 
think it was the Holstein-Friesian 
World that characterized that division 
as a refuge for cripples, or words to 
that effect. When it was found that 
the division was proving a failure and 
that the cows in the yearly division 
were through their honorary records 
in the ten-months division carrying off 
all the honors for that division, and 


T itu matter of a double record in 


also that the breeding of some strictly 
ten-months cows was being held back, 
the friends of the ten-months division 
thought that they could save that divi- 
sion by the addition of a calving re- 
quirement to the production require- 
ment, and by wholly separating the 
division from the yearly division. A 
requirement that the length of time 
between calves should not exceed four- 
teen months was added, the division 
entirely separated from the yearly 
division, and as time passes the divi- 
sion is proving itself a great success. 
At the present time over one-third of 
semi-official testing is done in the ten- 
months division; and if the present in- 
crease continues there will soon be 
nearly as much testing in the ten- 
months division as in the yearly divi- 
sion. As before mentioned, the divi- 
sion is proving a decided success, 
where it was before a failure; and in 
my estimation it would be very detri- 
mental to the ten-months division if 
cows in the yearly division are again 
allowed to compete for honors’ with 
cows having strictly ten-months tests. 

It is the natural inclination of every 
breeder to obtain all the records allow- 
able in order to obtain standing and 
publicity for his cow; and if cows ex- 
ceeding 305 days in the length of their 
tests are allowed, provided they meet 
the calving requirement, to have rec- 
ords in both the ten-months and the 
vearly division nearly all breeders will 
be apt to turn to the yearly division 
in order to obtain whenever possible 
the double record. I believe that the 
result of authorizing a double record 
would be as disastrous to the present 
ten-months division as the authorizing 
of the old double record was dis- 
astrous to the old ten-months division. 
As the present system works out in 
this office in which the length of the 
test automatically fixes the division 
into which the test is expected to fall, 
we have no trouble whatever in know- 
ing when a test is completed; with 
the double record we should have to 
assume that all semi-official cows 
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were eligible to the . 
sion until such time os ate 
calf might decide the Matter _ 
question is whether or not Hol mn 
Friesian breeders desire to kill ce 
new ten-months division.

32.74 lbs. butter with 615.9 lbs. milk, her butter record 
coming within .01 of the State record. She is increasing 
her milk production somewhat, giving, according to our 
latest report, 633.2 Ibs. in seven days just preceding the 
first of March. She had 29 days of her month in at that 
time with only two days of the entire number below 3.4 
Ibs. fat. The day before this report she milked 96.4 Ibs. 
and made 2.7915 Ibs. fat. As a senior two-year-old, this 
heifer made 24.29 lbs. Korndyke Valdessa Pontiac, a jun- 
ior three-year-old, has started off with 31.30 lbs. butter in 
seven days following her record of 19.65 lbs. as a junior 
two-year-old and a creditable ten months’ record. In fact, 
that is part of the system of developing these heifers, most 
of the two-year-olds being carried along easily on ten 
months’ test and bred to freshen in about twelve months. 

The entire future breeding operations at Bell Farm are 
very closely tied up with King Valdessa Pontiac even 
though he, himself, has passed on. His son, Echo King 


Sylvia, from May Echo Sylvia, is the leading sire, 
although most of the daughters of King Valdessa 
Pontiac are being bred to King Mabel Segis Korn-

Mr. Bell’s Theory of Breeding 


In his operations, Mr. Bell is going on the theory that 
the object of his breeding operations is not so much to 
make a reputation for some particular herd sire as it is 
to build the quality of his herd. He holds with Dr. Stock- 
well of Washington, that there is likely to be no one sire 
who will be best adapted to mate with every female in a 
large herd. That is the reason they are using so many 
different sires at Bell Farm. It is not being done through 
any hit or miss method, but under a carefully arranged 
program, after a study of pedigrees and individual charac- 
teristics of every female and male concerned. Mr. Bell 
particularly favors the plan of using two sons of some out- 
standing dam and mating the daughters of one son to the 
other. He has worked this out with great success in the 
breeding of Irish terriers and while it is too early yet to 
tell exactly what will be the result in his Holstein opera- 
tion of this system, an inspection of the calves and year- 
lings at Bell Farm is quite convincing evidence of the prob- 
ability of success that will not go unnoticed when it arives.

abortions occurr with greater 
are poorly fed; for example, those that are receiving 
nothing but a little corn, with some corn stover and 
straw. In the same way, it is noticed that in those herds 
which are receiving alfalfa, or clover hay, with cottonseed 
or linseed oilmeal, abortions are not so frequent. Feeds 
of the latter type are far richer in mineral elements 
than the grains. 

Since abortions occur with greater frequency among 
heifers carrying their first calf, the question arises, why 
does it not occur with the same frequency among older

Oftentime 
after giving birth to a weak, sickly calf, the dam a 
fail to clean properly. This leads us to say that ion 
is a direct relation between the mineral matter mand 
of the ration, and retention of the afterbirth. Retained 
afterbirth is much more common when the dams are 
given feeds that are low in mineral matter, because for 
example, of an adverse growing season. , 
In addition to the loss of calves because of abortion 

breeder often finds that the animals become shy 
breeders, or become permanently sterile, and in many 
cases will require special treatment. Calves that are 
born premature, usually, after reaching maturity, pro. 
duce calves that are weak, with poor vitality. An ex. 
amination would show that many of these calves. were 
afflicted with goitre. or “big neck,” as it is sometimes 
called. There are sections of the northwest where prac 
tically the entire calf crop is lost, unless iodine, one 
of the mineral elements, is supplied. 

The cause of shy breeding can often be traced to a 
lack of mineral matter in the ration., Calves from cows 
that have received a ration in minerals, are often known 
to develop into poor breeders. The effect of a lack of 
mineral matter on the male is not definitely known, but 
undoubtedly they would be affected in much the same 
way as the females. 

Stockmen can recall seasons when breeding troubles, 
calves lost, abortions, and retained afterbirths were much 
more common than usual. It is possible in a great 
many instances to trace the cause of this to a poor min. 
eral content of the ration. By using feeds that are rich 
in minerals, such as alfalfa and clover hay, cottonseed 
or linseed oilmeal, this deficiency can be overcome to a 
large extent. It is necessary, however. to furnish these 
feeds in large amounts, and a much more economical and 
convenient way of supplying minerals is through the 
use of a good mineral supplement to the ration. And u- 
less he is sure his stock is receiving a proper supply 
of minerals from a satisfactory source, can a_ breeder 
say that he is feeding a balanced ration?

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What Do You Want, Mr. Holstein Breeder? 


By GEO. E. STEVENSON. 





Shall the National Association at 
the Kansas City meeting increase the 
transfer fee from the present 50 cents 
to one, two or more dollars? 


Shall we restore the expensive Ex- 
tension Service plan inaugurated at 
the Philadelphia meeting in June, 
1919? 

Shall we pay the president or direct- 
or of the Extension Service a salary 
of $12,000 a year or more, for the pur- 
pose of establishing state organiza- 
tions with paid secretaries? 


Shall these paid secretaries organ- 
ize consignment sales at which the 
eonsignors bid on each other’s cat- 
tle, and at some of which sales, it has 
been alleged animals were bid off at 
fictitious prices, which were not paid 
in fact, and to which consignment 
sales not more than one per cent of 
the membership of the National As- 
sociation in the state are consignors 
or buyers? 


Do you desire a larger transfer fee, 
part of which is to be returned to the 
state in proportion to the fees paid 
by each state? or do you want the 
transfer fee to remain at the present 
sum of 50 cents and our National Ex- 
tension Service maintained of the 
same kind and character so ably car- 
ried on by President Lowden during 
the past year, thus keeping both the 
National and State Associations out 
of the consignment game 

Naturally, the paid secretaries of 
the state organizations will advocate 
the increased fee and probably its div- 
ision with the state associations. 
Quite naturally, also, those breed and 
dairy papers that receive consider- 
able sums of money from the National 
and State Associations and state con- 
signment sale advertising, will advo- 
eate the plan to increase the trans- 
fer fees and their division within the 
states. 

In deciding this question it should 
be borne in mind that probably not 
more than 15 per cent of the mem- 
bers of the National Association are 
also members of any one of the vari- 
ous State Associations, each maintain- 
ing paid Secretaries. Perhaps not 
one per cent of the members of the 
National Association have been either 
consignors or buyers at State Associ- 
ation sales. Naturally, this one per 
cent more or less also may be ex- 
pected to endorse the plan of in- 
creased fees and their division with 
the State Association. 

You breeders, who comprise the re- 
maining 99 per cent of the member- 
ship of the National Association 
should be heard further on this ques- 
tion. 

Do you want to pay increased fees 
for the maintenance of State Associ- 
ations to conduct state consignment 
sales, which you do not participate in, 
and from which you probabiy derive 
little, if any, benefit? 

This question is a vital one to tne 
future interests of the National As- 
sociation and should be decided by 
the entire vote of the membership of 





the State Association properly rep- 
resented at the Kansas City meeting. 

We all believe the fees (Registry 
and Transfer) should be enough to 
furnish money to pay all necessary 
and reasonable costs of operating the 
National Association, but not so 
great as to accumulate a large reserve 
and surplus.

Rock Island County Association 


The highest producing cow in the 
first Rock Island County Cow-Test- 
ing Association for the month of 
February was a purebred Holstein, 
owned by Schaefer & Boardman, her 
production being 53.55 Ibs. fat and 
1,529 lbs. milk. She was followed 
closely by a grade Holstein owned by 
J. M. Swank, whose production was 
50.1 lbs. fat and 1,568 lbs. milk. All 
of the five highest cows were either 
grade or purebred Holsteins. 

The highest producing herd for the 
month was the eight head of grade 
Holsteins, owned by Jesse Reynolds, 
the average production being 28.92 
lbs. fat and 738 lbs. milk. The price 
per hundred pounds of milk received 
by members of the Association varied 
from $1.88 to $2.94. 

The month of February closed the 
first year of Cow-Testing Association 
work for the members of this Asso- 


ciation. There were 533 animals on 
yearly test and 262 of these com- 


pleted a record of nine months or 
more in milk. The highest herd av- 
erage for the year was maintained 
on the eight head of purebred and 
grade Holsteins, owned by W. H. 
Newton, Jr., his herd averaging 349.2 
Ibs: fat and 10,072 lbs. milk. Thir- 
teen out of the fifteen highest milk 


records reported were on purebred or 
grade Holsteins, the highest produc- 
ing cow in the Association being a 
purebred Holstein, owned by Mr. New- 
ton, her production being 486.8 Ibs.

Carver County, Minnesota, is not yet 
a leader in the breeding of quality 
live stock but it is slowly making 
progress in the right direction. In 
1919, this county ranked seventh in 
the State in the value of butter pro- 
duced, in spite of the fact that it is 
one of the smallest counties. The 
next few years will see a great in- 
crease in production because of the 
interest displayed by farmers in 
dairy cow improvement. Many scrub 
sires are being replaced by purebreds. 
Herds of Holsteins lead in the coun- 
ty, with Guernseys a close second. 


A Cow-Testing Association was or- 
ganized in 1918 and has continued op- 
erations since that time. As a result 
of this testing work, some notable pro- 
duction records have been disclosed. 
Bender Brothers of Chaska, owners 
of a herd of purebred Holsteins, had 
an average of 66 lbs. butterfat with 
13 cows for the month of January. 
They had the high cow in the Asso- 
ciation with 83.7 Ibs. butterfat to her 
credit. 

Fred. Breher of Chaska has an out- 
standing herd of grade Holsteins, the 
result of ten years of careful selec- 
tion, and the use of purebred sires. 
The average production of this herd 
of eleven cows for January was 56.8 
lbs. butterfat. This herd is an out- 
standing example of what can be done 
by any dairy farm through careful 
selection, in grading up a dairy herd. 

Another herd which is showing up 
to good advantage is that owned by 
Fred Heuer of Norwood, whose herd 
averaged 55.4 lbs. fat during January. 

And then it must not be forgotten 
that the new champion senior four- 
year-old for both milk and butter pro- 
duction in the yearly division, Prin- 
cess Aaggie Polkadot De Kol. owned 
by Dr. H. P. Fischer of Shakopee, 
was bred and developed in Carver 
County.

Cow-Testing in Washington 


A profit of $2,593 was made during 
January by dairymen belonging to 
cow-testing associations in Washing- 
ton, as a result of better dairy prac- 
tices put into effect largely by rea- 
son of association membership. 

The average yield of milk reported 
for the 2,437 cows on test in the nine 
cow-testing associations was 704 Ilbs., 
and the yield of butterfat 30.5 Ibs. 
This is an increase per cow of 2.8 Ibs. 
butterfat over the yield for January, 
1921. The total gained was 6,824 Ibs.

of fat, which at a valuation of 38 
cents per pound, was worth $2,593. 
It should be remembered that this 
gain was made over much better than 
average production, since the cows 
on test last year were from herds 
quite closely culled and represented, 
therefore, the yield of good produc- 
ing cows. Compared with the aver- 
age yield of untested cows, the show- 
ing would be more marked. 


Clallam County association leads the 
state in numbers tested, with 453 
cows recorded, of which 82 produced 
over 40 lbs. fat, Stillaquamish Valley 
running second with 410 cows tested, 
of which an even 60 went over the 
40 lb. mark. Snoqualmie Valley with 
a total of 363 cows tested, leads in 
number of 40-lb. cows, 111 or 31 per- 
cent, producing above the honor re- 
quirement. 


The honor of having the highest 
producing cow in the state stays with 
Tom Owens of Kirkland for the sec- 
ond consecutive month. The record 
butterfat production in December of 
one of his grade cows, was exceeded 
in January by his four-year-old pure- 
bred Holstein, Pietertje Mutual Fobes, 
with a credited production of 3,190 
Ibs. milk and 118.0 lbs. fat. The high- 
est grade cow reported is from the 
White River Valley, owned by Monk 
Brothers, with a production of 1,338 
Ibs. milk and 85.5 Ibs. fat. 





lowa Assocations 


The summary of cow testing associ- 
ation work for the state of Iowa for 
the month of January shows that the 
Kossuth County Association had the 
highest average production for the 
ten highest cows with a production of 
64.9 lbs. fat and 1725 lbs. milk. Out 
of the twelve associations reporting, 
nine of these were led either by pure- 
bred or grade Holsteins in the amount 
of butterfat produced. The highest 
producing herd in the Kossuth County 
Association and also the highest pro- 
ducing herd in the State, was the reg- 
istered Holstein herd owned by A. A.

Sunflowers cannot compete with 
corn for silage in Ohio, according to 
tests made at the Ohio Experiment 
Station, Wooster. 

Although sunflowers at the Ohio 
Experiment Station have outyielded 
the Blue Ridge ensilage corn by 4: 
most two tons per acre, difficulty in 
harvesting is against the sunflowers. 

Modern corn binders do not handle 
sunflowers alone effectively so that 
hand harvesting must be resorted to. 

The palatability of sunflower silage 
also has not been equal to corn silage, 
according to limited tests, which is 4 
serious objection.

On October 26, 1921, we completed 
records on two cows in the 305-day 
division of Sub-Division B, which 
were the first two cows we ever ran 
on semi-official work. The older of 
these two cows, Susie Ormsby No, 
125781, freshened December 23, 1920, 
at the age of eleven years, two months 
and twenty-eight days. Though only 
milking from two quarters, she made 
a 7-day record of 22.75 lbs. butter and 
477.8 lbs. milk, her best day’s milk 
being 71.5 lbs. Continuing her on ten 
months’ test, she produced (from two 
quarters only) 15,959.1 Ibs. milk and 
591.8 lbs. butterfat, equivalent to 
739.75 lbs. butter, carrying a calf 233 
days of her ten months’ test. Fresh- 
ening on December 7, 1921 (42 days 


after the close of test) she qualified 
for the ten months division and be- 
came a world’s champion for butter 
production over all ages in the 305-day 
division of Sub-Division B. Her glory 
was short lived, however, for her 
stablemate, Bonair Beechwood Orms- 
by 4th No. 281362, who freshened on 
the same day, December 23, 1920, com- 
pleted a 305-day record on October 26, 
1921 of 21,022.4 lbs. milk and 662.53 
Ibs. fat, equivalent to 828.16 Ibs. but- 
ter, in Sub-Division B, carrying a calf 
175 days. On February 3, 1922, she 
dropped a bull calf, thus qualifying 
under the calving requirements and 
becoming world’s champion for both 
milk and butter in the 305-day divi- 
sion of Sub-Division B over all ages.

DAIRYING ENCOURAGED ON RE- 
CLAMATION PROJECTS 


The irrigated lands on Government 
reclamation projects are particularly 
well suited to the production of forage 
crops. The marketing of such crops 
as alfalfa hay, however, has not been 
found profitable, owing to the isola- 
tion of the irrigated sections and the 
long distances required for shipment, 
involving relatively heavy transporta- 
tion costs. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture believes it is economically 
desirable to utilize these forage crops 
near the point of production, by rais- 
ing live stock and marketing the crops 
in the form of dairy products or meat. 
Particular attention has been given 
during the past year to the encourage- 
ment of dairy and pork production, 
since both these industries provide 
profitable use for the forage crops 
and their products are sufficiently con- 
centrated to bear the transportation 
costs without serious disadvantage. 
On some of the reclamation projects 
it is possible for the farmers to co- 
operate with the live-stock men who 
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are occupying the surrounding range 
lands in finishing for market the beef 
cattle and sheep which are grown on 
the ranges. 

Because of favorable climatic con- 
ditions and cheap feed supply some 
of the reclamation projects also have 
conditions suited to the production of 
poultry. This industry has been stim- 
ulated on the Newlands, Minidoka and 
Uncompahgre projects.—U. S. Dept. of 
Agr.

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GERMS AND DAIRY UTENSILS 
By Orin Crooker. 


HE chief purpose served in the 

i sunning and airing of milk cans 

and. other dairy utensils is that 
of holding them in condition of per- 
fect dryness. While in this state 
there will be no increase in the num- 
ber of bacteria which they harbor— 
save as these are brought to them on 
dust particles floating in the air. In- 
version of the cans prevents dust 
from settling {nside the containers 
to any considerable extent. Conse- 
quently, such utensils will show no 
appreciable increase of germ life. If 
the sun is especially bright and the 
exposure is long sustained the germ 
content may be somewhat reduced. 

It must not be inferred that dairy 
utensils that have been washed and 
rinsed in the usual way are absolute- 
ly free from bacteria. Conditions on 
even the better class of farms are far 
from insuring such a state of affairs. 
Where cans and pails are’ steam 
treated and then stored against use in 
a dust-proof closet, as is the case 
where a very high grade of milk is 
produced, they will harbor a minimum 
of germ life—so little as to have no 
pronounced effect upon the milk that 
is placed in them. Such ideal condi- 
tions do not prevail on the average 
farm where even the available supply 
of boiling water for scalding purposes 
is far less than could be employed 
with profit. The average milk can, to

Cans should never be kept in a Stop- 
pered or covered condition. [If steam 
treated at the milk plant they should 
be thoroughly cooled before having 
their lids replaced for the drive to 
the farm. If returned by delivery 
truck they should be scalded before 
being sunned—even if steam treated 
at the plant. Condensation of mois- 
ture within the can produces a condi- 
tion favorable to the increase of germ

show the presence of 24,000,000 germs 
in the average can that has been well 
washed, well rinsed and well exposed 
to sun for a period of eight hours. 
This number of bacteria is sufficient 
to introduce approximately 400 germs 
into each cubic centimeter of sterile 
milk with which the can may be filled 
—or 20 bacteria to each drop of the 
fluid. 

Persons who are not familiar with 
matter of this kind would probably 
regard such milk as of questionable 
purity. It would, however, be far bet- 
ter milk, as regards its germ content, 
than almost any of the “certified 
milks” to be had. A milk that carries 
no more than 500 germs to the drop 
is an exceptionally clean milk. Or- 


life. A dry can will not multiply 
germs but a moist one will cause the 
number of bacteria to mount with 
great rapidity especially if the tep.

SOIL INSURANCE 
By Orin Crooker. 


NCE upon a time the idea was 
O common that the returns of 

manures to the soil would care 
for the wear and tear of growing 
crops. On the face of things this 
jooked plausible. Crops made good 
returns where manure was used and 
there was no evident indication that 
fertility was not being maintained. 
This was due, of course, to the fact 
that soils weref comparatively new 
and that overdrafts upon their fer- 
tility content made no evident im- 
pression. 

Such a condition could not go on 
indefinitely. Every ‘bushel of wheat 
sold from the farm carried with it 
about a fifth of a pound of phosphor- 
us. Every bushel of corn, every animal 
raised on home-grown feed, every thou- 
sand pounds of whole milk, all these 
and other factors united to reduce the 
soil’s store of this important element. 
Just so far as these were sold from the 
farm, was the fertility whieh they 
represent denied the opportunity of 
replacing, in a measure at least, the 
soil’s great store of plant food which 
is the chief asset of husbandry. Still, 
many a farmer went on and on con- 
fident that “if he had plenty of ma- 
nure to use” everything would be all 
right 

If every bit of grain and roughage 
raised on the farm were fed to farm 
animals of one sort or other and if 
100 per cent. of the phosphorus car- 
ried in these feeds were returned in 
the farm manures there would be no 
danger of our soils growing hungry 
for phosphorus. This, at least, is the 
way it appears from a purely theoret- 
ical viewpoint. From a _ practical 
standpoint, however, the case is far 
different. Two big “ifs” stand in the 
way of such an ideal situation. In 
the first place, the number of farms 
'S Comparatively small on which all 
the grain and roughage is converted 
into home-fed feeds. The farmer 
must have some money crops and in 
many cases he depends almost en- 
rely upon such for his living. At 
best, he sells something from his farm 
which bears away from it in one form 
or other a portion of the soil’s fertil- 
ity. His only off-set against this loss 
18 the fertility contained in such out- 
side feeds as he must buy. It is pretty 
safe to say that these seldom make 
00d the loss in fertility experienced 
in the manner indicated. 

Returning now, for a moment, to 
the once common belief that manure, 
through its return to the soil will 
Maintain fertility, let us see to what 
Ittamounts. Shorn of everything else 
Ree just this: that the fertil- 

ent of manure will make up 
—— a soil fertility represented 
car uae Yap grain and rough- 
y grain, hay, milk and so on 
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that is sold from the place. In other 
words, manure is supposed to equal 
the fertility in the feeds which it rep- 
resents together with the fertility in 
feeds and other farm products to 
which it has no relation. Manifestly, 
this is impossible. 

This, however, is not the whole 
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story, for manure does not even rep- 
resent 100 per cent. of the fertility 
contained in the feeds in which it has 
its origin. Continuing our discus- 
sion along the lines of phosphorus 
only, it must be remembered that not 
more than about 80 per cent. of the 
phosphorus in feeds re-appears in the

The daughters of his sire,Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad, are making sensational records, one 
of which just made 35.92 lbs. of butter in the last 7 days. Another, the oldest one having the 
Ideal Cross in breeding, that is, coming from a Konigen dam, has already made over 30 lbs. at three 
years and six months, milking 611 lbs. in 7 days.
